FOUR FILMS BY THE LATE, GREAT POLISH MOVIE DIRECTOR FEATURED IN 
SEPTEMBER AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


(Cleveland, OH) The success of Krzysztof Kieslowski’s “Three Colors” trilogy last fall has 
prompted the Cleveland Museum of Art to present four more movies by the great Polish 
director who died in March. The Colors of Kieslowski includes films from three different 
decades and represents three distinct stages of Kieslowski’s abbreviated career. His links to 
Poland’s Solidarity movement can be seen in Camera Buff (1979) and No End (1984). His 
interest in metaphysics and morality propels A Short Film About Love (1988), a feature- 
length expansion of episode six in The Decalogue, his ten-part, ten-hour exploration of the 
Ten Commandments. ( The Decalogue itself returns to the Cleveland Cinematheque Oct. 3-7. 
Call 421-7450.) And The Double Life ofVeronique (1991) heralded his arrival into the arena 
of international co-productions with non-Polish stars. Says film program coordinator John 
Ewing: “All four films share Kieslowski’s penetrating analysis of character, his cogent 
delineation of moral choices, and his ongoing exploration of the mysterious links between 
people.” Admission $5, $4 CMA members.

In this haunting supernatu- 
ral drama, a pro-Solidarity lawyer who has died right 
before a crucial trial watches helplessly as his client, 
colleagues, wife and child try to cope with their loss. 


Wed/25 Sept, 7:30 pm Camera Buff (Poland, 1979, 
color, subtitles, 1 12 min.) directed by Krzysztof 
Kieslowski, with Jerzy Stuhr. Pointed satire about a 
factory worker turned amateur filmmaker who runs 
afoul of authorities when he starts documenting his 
workplace.
